The balloon landed at 
Weilburg, Germany, where the let- 
ter was mailed to The, Hague. King 
Wellem was so delighted with the 
novelty of the fact that he ordered 
the letter to be filed with the anno- 
tation ‘to be carefully saved.’” 

Of course this discloure of mail 
delivery thade by balfoon nearly a 
hundred yeara ago is a sharp con- 
trast illustrating the advances in 
the uses now made of the air.

Edison Probably Right In Statement 
About Scientific Knowledge 

Interviewed on his last birthday, 
Thomas Alva Edison, speaking with 
regard to future scientific progress, 
said: ‘We don’t know one-millionth- 
of- one per cent. about anything. 

For a man whose head contains 
more scientific knowledge than that 
of almost any other human being, 
that is a strong statement to make, 
but Mr. Edison is probably right. 

Humanity has made such rapid 
and tremendous progress during the 
last hundred years that we are apt 
to think we have almost exhausted 
the. sources of knowledge. The pace 
of progress, particularly sifice the 
Great War, has taken our breath 
away and we have ceased to wonder 
at anything. We say, “What next?” 
and take the newest marvel for 
granted. A new discovery has no 
“kick” for us nowadays. 

And yet, when we think of what 
people didn't know one thousand or 
even one hundred years ago, we can- 
not even imagine what people will 
know one hundred or one thousand | 
years hence. Comparatively speak- 
ing, we will seem a more ignorant 
people in the years 2000 and 3000 
than those who lived in the early 
period of the Victoria age appear 
to us now.

Spot At Lip Of Glacier Is Safest Site 
In Antarotic 

The Bay of Whales, where the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition is building 
its base, is acttfally on the lip of a 
glacier 300 miles or more wide. 

Seemingly one of the most precar- 
fous spots for an explorer’s head- 
quarters, it nevertheless is one of the 
safest sites in the whole Antarctic. 
The story of this glacier, in the cen- 
tury that men have known it, Is It- 
self an epic. 

‘It is by thousands of times the 
largest glacier known,” says Dr. R. 
C. Murphy, of the American Museum 
of Natural History, himself an Ant- 
arctic veteran. “The ice comes down 
from high land to the south, from 
the direction of the pole, and spreads 
out over the basin, believed to be a 
shallow portion of the Ross Sea. The 
glacier forms a great ice gulf, pro- 
jecting 400 miles out over the sup-

Productivity Of Mosquitoes 


One Lone Mosquito Reproduces Lil- 
lions Yearly, Says Scientist 
The normal productivity of one 
lone female mosquito in a year is 
159,875,000,000 offsprings, said Dr. 
Thomas J. Headlee, chief antomolo- 
gist of the New Jersey agricultural 
experiment station, when addressing

point, since in that case he himself 
should be one of the happiest of men. 
He has gone from victory to victory 
in the world of scientific invention 
and he will leave an undying name 
behind him. In some few things he 
may not, {n his own opinion, have 
succeeded; but this is not to say 
that he failed. You do not necessar- 
{ly fail entirely because you do not 
wholly succeed; and Thomas A. 
Edison has been a very notable suc- 
cess.
